1 . Newly submitted claims 71-74 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 

I. Claims 54-70, drawn to a top-pumped optical waveguide, classified in 
class 359, subclass 341.32. 

II. Claims 71-74, drawn to a method of making a top-pumped optical 
amplifier, classified in class 438, subclass 30. 

2. Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the method can be used to make an planar 
optical amplifier.
